1 . The Response received on April 16, 2007 has been entered into the record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9, 15-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a method for inspecting a wafer the particular step of aligning an optical 
system wherein the optical system is rotationally moved, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims 1-9. 

As to claim 15, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a method for inspecting a wafer the particular step of moving an optical system 
rotationally, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 15-20, 

As to claim 21, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a method for inspecting a wafer the particular steps of providing lateral 
movement and providing relative rotational movement, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims 21-24, 

As to claim 25, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a method the particular processing step with providing relative lateral and 
rotational movement, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 25,
